PHILIPPINE COMMERCE. 
MOST OF IT WITH EUROPE. 
[A. P. DAY REPORT. 

WASHINGTON, March 3.—The War 
Department has published some sta- 
tistics of Philippine commerce for 
quarter of last year ending September 
30. which throw new light on the ex- 
port trade, so far as it relates to the 
United States. It is shown that of the 
total exports of raw sugar amounting 
to $1,143,349, only $85,052 went to the 
United States, while Japan and Great 
Britain took nearly all of the re- 
mainder. 

Also, ap to leaf tobacco, the exports 
of which were valued at $355.463. the 
exports to the United States were 
trifiing in amount, Spain taking the 
yey share, $294,818, and England 


The United States also took only 
$5032 of Manila cigars out of a total 
export of $730,295. and none of the other 
manufactures of tobacco came to the 
United States. In fact, cigars and 
cigarettes to the amount of £7760 were 
imported from the United States.

ANONYMOUS CHARGES. 
AGAINST NAVAL OFFICERS. 
fA. P. DAY REPORT.) 

WASHINGTON, March %.—Senea- 
tional charges are contained in an 
anonymous letter which has been re- 
ceived at the Navy Departiment from 
Manila. The communication relates 
to the wrecking of the Charléston, and 
makes the serious statement that a 
number of the officers of thé vessel, at 
the time of the disaster, Were under 
the influence of liquor.

The letter 
was not placed on the official files on 
account of the peculiar nature of the 
charges, but it has been referred to the 
Judge-Advocate-General of the Navy, 
with instructions from Secretary Long 
that the matter be investigated at 
once. This inquiry will probably not 
take a more formidable aspect than «a 
note of inquiry, addressed to the com- 
mander-in-chief of the Asiatiq \eta- 
tion. 

Naval officers here who have seen 
the letter say there was nothing to 
justify the charges, and they believe 
the department's inquiry will relieve 
the accused officers the unwar- 
ranted allegations. 

Capt. Pigman, who commanded the 
Charleston at the time of the wreck, 
is not invelved in any of the charges. 


MEAT FOR SOLDIERS. 
FROZEN ARTICLE IS GOOD. 

{A. P. EARLY A.M. REPORT.) 
WASHINGTON, March 3.—Acting 
Commissary-General Weston is in re- 
ceipt of reports from Manila speaking 
in the highest terms of the present ar- 
rangements in use to supply the army 
with fresh meats. It is said that the 
meats which are brought out from the 
United States or Australia by the naval 
supply ship Glacier, or taken from the 
Australian merchant steamers, have 
been kept as long as seven months in 
perfect condition. The reports declare 
that after witnessing the native 
methods of slaughtering animals, and 
the stock, there can be no doubt as 
to the great superiority of the frozen

“Mr. President: In the name and on 
behalf of the President of the United 
States, I have the distinguished 
honor of extending to you, the high 
representative President of France, 
salutations and greetings of friendship. 

“Upon the 17th of October, 1898, the 
anniversary of the victory of Yorktown 
py the French and American arms in 
the cause of liberty. the American 
school youths were invited by the Pres- 
ident and Governors of the several 
States of the United States to contrib- 
ute their pennies towards the erection 
of the monument in Paris to a son of 
France, our great and venerated ally, 
Gen. Lafayette. 

“The responses of the children was 
universal, the movement a splendid 
success. In further eid and in honor 
of the work an iseue of fifty thousand 
souvenir silver dollars was appropri- 
ated and ordered struck by Congress. 

“Of these fifty thousand Lafayette 
dollars, the first to issue from the mint 
was especially preserved for your ex- 
cellency by the President of the United 
States, and I have now the distin- 
guished honor, Mr. President, of pre- 
senting to you this coin, a simple and 
sympathetic token In his name and for 
the people of the United States.

Engineer H. N. Savage of the Land 
and Town Company placed a corps of 
surveyors at work yesterday, laying 
out the route for the flume line from 
Otay reservoir to the distributing sys- 
tem, at the Richardson raneh, Chula 
Vista.

State Supreme Court regarding 
opening and widening of streets in the 
city of Los. Angeles was received by 
the City Attorney, the officials at the 
City Hall have been inundated with 
questions regarding what streets were 
affected by the decision, and how and 
when the money that remains in the 
treasury is to be refunded. The deci- 
sion is sweeping in its nature and will 
all 
street opening and widening proceed- 
ings that have been instituted by the 
Council since November, 1896. The 
books of the Street Superintendent 
show that thirty-three etreet-opening 
and widening accounts are still unset- 
tied, and the record of Council pro- 
ceedings indicates that ten proposed 
street openings will have to be aban- 
doned and new proceedings instituted 
under the provisions of the charter. 
A great many comp ications will en- 
sue in relation to those streets that 
have been partially completed under 
the general law. In many instances a 
large part of the money assessed by 
the Street Commissioners has been 


‘| paid into the city treasury, and dis- 


bursed in accordance with orders 
signed by them. On some streets, a 
part of the property necessary for the 
opening and widening of the street has 
been acquired by the city, and the 
deeds recorded. Other property along 
the same streets has not been acquircd 
and whatever proceedings have already 
been taken to condemn are void. In 
order to complete the opening or wid- 
ening of the street, as the case may 
be, it will be necessary to begin =cw 
proceedings under the charter provi- 
sions. In regard to the matter, the 
City Attorney will report to the Coun- 
cil on Monday as follows: 

“The Supreme Court of the State of 
California having just decided in the 
case of Callahan Byrne vs. John Drain, 
Street Superintendent, that the street. 
opening act of March 19, 1900, is no 
longer operative in the city of Los 
Angeles, and has not been in force 
therein since thé adoption of the con- 
stitutional amendment of section 6. Ar- 
ticle XI, adopt in 1896, and that all 
proceedings for opening or widening 
streets, lanes or alleys in said city 
must be taken under the charter, I 
have to advise you that all prbceed- 
ings now pending, if instituted since 
November, 1896, must be abandoned. 
Some steps will have to be taken to 
refund the moneys collected on assess- 
ment that have not yet been paid out, 
but I am not yet clear how this can 
be done.” 

It is very probable that a test case 
will be brought in the court, and all 
the property-owners assessed on some 
particular street will be required toe 
show what rights, if any, they have 
to the moneys remaining in the city 
treasury. This course has not yet been 
definitely decided on, but it has met 
with the most favor among the city 
officials, as by this means it is hoped 
to secure at once a judicial decree, get- 
tling the matters in dispute, which will 
relieve the city from further responsi-
